Draft Resolution of Syllabus Review Committe meeting scheduled on the 21st November 2009 in the 
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Films Division Office, Peddar Road. 


The body discussed the curricular proposal and reworked schedule and after detailed consideration, 
it was resolved that it needs more comprehensive study of the ground reality by the core groups. 
However it was agreed unanimously that the existing sylabus needs updating to bring in 
contemporary advances in cinema. 

Consideration for core groups as follows. 

Review the content of the syllabus. 

Propose pedagogic requirements. 

Propose teacher student ratio and requirements. 

Propose other support staff component requirements 

Policy regarding updation with the change in technology and practice. 

Following will be the members of the Core Groups 

Direction: Dilip Ghosh, Sandip Chaterjee and 1 student representative. 

Editing: Sankalp Meshram, Jethu Mandol, Argya Basu, Ashwin Ramnathan and 1 student 
representative. 

Cinematography: Rajan Kothari or Sudhir Palsane, B C Naria, K G Soman, KK Jaiswal and 1 
student representative. 

Audiography: Satish Kumar, AM Padmanabhan, 1 Student representative 

Art Direction: Malay Bhattcharya, Nihar Bhattacharya, Ashutosh Kavishwar, 

Nachiket Patwardhan, 1 student representative. 

Acting: K. Paintal, 1 student representative. 

However, the committee feels that following essential requisites are provided urgently; 

1. There is an immediate need for overhaul, both in human resources and infrastructure. 

2. In the film wing, there are only seven permanent faculties present on campus cutting across all 
courses and batches. It is reccomended that all the necessary faculty positions be filled in and the 
posts that have lapsed in the last 10 years be revived and filled. 

3. In the course of discussion it was felt that due to the nature and requirements of the course, it is 
imperative that the course remains residential and hostel facilities be provided to all students. 

The committee reccomends that the new batch should come in along with the new sylabus. 

The committee strongly reccomends that the number of students per course be capped at the 
present number till the infrastructure is up to date. 

This committee also unanimously recomends that, given the extreme speciallised nature of 
consideration being made by this committee and the comprehensive effect it is going to have on 
future of Indian cinema or audio-visual media, two experts from the sylabus review committee should 
be representing the views of this body in Academic council, Governing Council and Society to 
elaborate on the vision and reality. 

After 50 years of its existence, and it's contribution to Indian Cinema, FTII should be declared as 
National centre for excellence. 

The core groups will meet separately during December’ 09, to work on the specifics of their 
recommendations and will meet jointly on the 18 December 2009, to follow up on the above 
recomendations.
